VANCOUVER (CP) — Parts 
of the Lower Mainland today 
were digging out of the heavi 
est snowstorm to hit the area 
this winter 

In the Mission district, 45 
miles east of Vancouver in the 
Fraser Valley, a foot of snow 
fell, making driving difficult 
and chains a necessity for the 
hills 

A strong wind brought bliz 
zard conditions in the valley 
and four-foot drifts were piled 
up off the highways 

Several cafs and a large trail 
er truck skidded off the Trans- 
Canada Highway between Lang- 
ley and Abbotsford. A snow- 
plow was needed to clear the 
highway north of Abbotsford 
to allow a convoy of charteted 
buses to reah North Matsqui 
railway station where a large 
contingent of Hungarian refu- 
gees arrived by CNR train. 
The storm in the upper Fraser 
Valley was described by resi- 
dents as the worst snowstorm in 
recent years. Winds up to 530

miles an hour swirled the snow 
into drifts four and five feet 
deep 

Crews worked all night to 
keep Trans-Canada and 
Lougheed highways open. They 
had little time to-work on bac 
roads in the Chilliwack, Rose 
dale, Agassiz, Mission and Ab- 
botsford areas, and 
works officials said those roads 
will be practically impassable 
until plowed.

as.the Gordon report. 

But it can be seen at once that 
the Royal Commission, appointed by 
a Liberal Government, has quarreled 
openly with many of that Govern- 
ment’s policies and it-has given sub- 
stantial support to the general pol- 
icies of the Conservative Party. In 
setting up the Commission the Gov- 
ernment appears to have hatched 
something of.a political cockatrice. 

Certainly the politicians of all 
parties will-try to exploit this~docu- 
ment for thefr own purposes. The 
Government will reject some of its 
recommendations. The Conservatives 
will read into it a doctrine of econ- 
omic protectionism. Even the C.C.F. 
may find there some support for its 
view that our economy is not being 
quite perfectly managed. 

The Commission's findings will be 
examined here in more detail later. 
In the meantime four points stand 
out ‘sharply and they will be the 
focus of much political debate from 
now on. 

First, the Commission is in favor 
of some restricfion—it does not say 
how much—on the export of vital 
raw Canadian materials~ like -min- 
erals. 

This recommendation obviously 
contradicts the present Government's 
policy and supports the views of the 
Conservative Party. The oldest argu- 
ment in Canadian political history— 
the argument too loosely called free 
trade versus protectionism—is thus 
revived. 

When the Conservative Party can 
point to a royal commission as sup- 
porting its historic theories (and no 
doubt will exaggerate that support) 
we shall certainly hear more of this 
subject between now and the 
election. 

Second, the Commission favors 
the export of hydro power to the 
United States in flat contradiction 
of a policy enforced not only by the 
present Government but by former 
Conservative Governmeénts.. But it 
should be noted that no unrestricted 
export is proposed. The Commission 
would permit only the sale of frac- 
tional volumes of power not present- 


ly needed in Canada and would make 
sure—presumably by treaty—that | 
Canada recovered this power when | 
it was needed here. 

This is an attractive and highly 
dangerous idea. For once we, start 
exporting power we may never get | 
it back. That lesson has been learned | 
already in the case of some Ontario 
power. Here against the Government 
is unlikely to agree with the Com- 
mission. Nor is the Conservative 
Party. 

Third, the Commission finds that 
our tariffs as they stand are about 
right and should not be changed. | 
But it throws very cold water on the 
Liberal Party’s long-sustained hope 
that tariffs may be. systematically 
reduced in Canada and elsewhere 
during the visible future. This the 
Commission regards as wishful 
thinking and therefore, it says, we 
should hold our present barriers 
against imports 

The Commission's views in this 
area probably will suit the Govern- 
ment byt they will not suit the low- 
tariff eléments in the Liberal Party 
especially on the prairies 

Fourth, the Commission proposes 
a system of strict production quotas 
on our wheat farms and this plan.is 
calculated to produce strong protest 
throughout the ‘prairies 

On the other hand, the Commis- 
sion agrees with the farmers that 
they should be paid on the farm 
for their grain and should not have 
to wait until the elevators can find 
Space for it. In this respect the Com- 
mission repudiates the policy which 
Mr. Howe ‘has managed ‘to maintain 
in spite of strong political opposition 
Mr. Howe's feelings are easily im- 
agined.

Rescue Efforts 


The tugs Holyoke of Port Townsend 
and of Victoria steamed to 
Clallam’s aid and about 2 miles off Dis- 
covery Island Capt. Roberts laynched the 
first lifeboat It capsized in a few 
moments and all aboard were lost. This 
was the fate of every lifeboat launched. 

Along the rocky shore of Shoal Bay 
and off the Oak Bay golf links hundreds 
of Vicferia citizens watched in helpless 
horror as dusk fell, cloaking the tragedy 
being enacted before their eyes 

The Holyoke put a line aboard the 
Clallam but ‘the pull of the big tug 
seemed to be disintegrating the doomed 
ship and Capt. Roberts signalled to drop 
the tow. This the Holyoke’s captain 
was unable to hear and the Sea Lion 
finally steamed up and cut the line. 

Soon after, off Smith Island, the un- 
happy ship went under and the two 
brave tug crews saved almost 30 who 
leaped into the sea 

Darkness now covered the tragedy in 
which 55 lives. were lostof.atotal of 
90 who- sailed from Seatile.

| WITH CARDS 


There's always room for an- 
other trick in one’s after-dinner 
repertoire. Try this one: 

The performer takes a deck 
and deals two piles of three 
cards each, dealing the cards 
one at a time. He turns up the 
first pile and shows that it 
contains three-jacks, He gath- 
ers up the cards and repeats the 
deal; again the first stack con- 
sists of three jacks. Each time 
the deal is repeated, in fact, 
three jacks turn up in the first 
stack 

While this is apparently a 
trick of skillful manipulation, it 
is, in reality, of simple execu- 
tion 

Four jacks actually figure in 
the deal, Three jacks are on top 
of the deck; followed by an in- 
different card; then a fourth 
jack; and a second indifferent 
card. The cards are dealt one at 
a time to each pile; the sixth 
card, however, is slipped under 
the second pile, and is used as 
a lever to pick up the pile and 
put it back on the deck. Then 
first pile is shown to con- 
tain three jacks which are re- 
placed on the deck—the cards 
are now again “stacked"\to re

Passes Issued for Night in Town

“Oh, boy, we're home.” 

Similar sentiments were expressed almost to a man as 
212 members of Second Battalion, Queen’s Own Rifles of 
Canada, rejoined their unit at Camp Gordon Head this 
morning. 

Back from temporary duty with First Battalion, QORs, 
in Calgary, the force waited a month in Halifax expecting 
Middle East duty as United Nations police troops and got sub- 
zero weather in Calgary instead of sunburn in Suez. 

Men arrived here on the 7 a.m, ferry from Vancouver 
after a CNR rail trip via Edmonton. 

They had been given the opportunity of staying with 
the First Battalion, but only about 30 riflemen and NCOs 
preferred Calgary to Victoria. Some have their homes on 
the Prairies and wanted to be stationed nearby. 

About 246 men, NCOs and one officer, Capt. Dan Wood- 
bury, were in the draft which left here last Armistice Day. 

Alter dumping rifles and kit at Camp Gordon Head, 
the single men in barracks drew bedding from quartermaster 
stores and then most headed for a big night in town. 


They were disappointed at not getting to see the sights 
of the mysterious Middle East, but reassignment to their old 
unit in Victoria was compensation enough. 

A big worry for some is having to start all over again 
with such items as car financing, since most owners let cars 
go at a sacrifice as soon as they learned they could volunfeer 
for special force duty. 

Men were still enthused about the treatment they re- 
ceived at the hands of hospitable Haligoanians, who laid on 
free shows and entertainments, and guided tours. 

Resumption of routine training is scheduled for next 
week,. which will be the first crack at it for the younger men 
since completion of basic training last fall. 

One 18-year-old rifleman was asked if he felt himself 
qualified to serve overseas with the amount of initial train- 
ing he had received. 


He felt he was, but personally would have liked to be 
more experienced before being assigned to overseas duty. 

Minimum age of 19 years for overseas duty was reduced 
to 18 to enable the First Battalion to fulfill is establishment,

Want to Plant Your Own Herb Garden? 
Here Are Some Tips on How to Begin 


A male reader of this column

LONDON—The Opposition Labor Party prepared to- 
j|day to demand immediate elections on grounds the Con- 
|servatives involved Queen Elizabeth in party politics by 
leaving it up to her to choose a new prime minister. 

It was a technical point that rocked Britain because the 
constitution prevents the monarch from taking part in politics.

QORs Cheer Return to Victoria; 
Passes Issued for Night in Town

“Oh, boy, we're home.” 

Similar sentiments were expressed almost to a man as 
212 members of Second Battalion, Queen’s Own Rifles of 
Canada, rejoined their unit at Camp Gordon Head this 
morning, 

Back from temporary duty with First Battalion, QORs, 
in Calgary, the force waited a month in Halifax expecting 
Middle East duty as United Nations police troops and got sub- 
zero weather in Calgary instead of sunburn in Suez. 

Men arrived here on the 7 a.m. ferry from Vancouver 
after a CNR rail trip via Edmonton. 

They had been given the opportunity of staying with 
the First Battalion, but only about 30 riflemen and NCOs 
Preferred Calgary ‘to Victoria. Some have their homes on 
the Prairies and warited to be stationed nearby. 

About 240 men,-NCOs and one officer, Capt. Dan Wood- 
bury, were in the draft which left here last Armistice Day. 

After dumping rifles and kit at Camp Gordon Head, 
the single men in barracks drew bedding from quartermaster 
stores and then most headed for a big night in town.

They were disappointed at not getting to see the sights 
oi the mysterious Middle East, but reassignment to their old 
unit in Victoria was compensation enough. 

A big worry for some is having to start all over again 
with such items as car financing, since most owners let cars 
go at a sacrifice as soon as they learned they could volunteer 
for special force duty. 

Men were still enthused about the treatment they re- 
ceived at the hands of hospitable Haligonians. who laid on 
free shows and entertainments, and guided tours. 

Resumption of routine training is scheduled for next 
week, which will be the first crack at it for the younger men 
since completion of basic training last fall 

One 18-year-old rifleman was asked if he felt himself 
qualified to serve overseas with the amount of initial train- 
ing he had received. 

He felt he was, but personally would have liked to be 
more experienced before being assigned to overseas duty. 

Minimum age of 19 years for overseas duty was reduced 
to 18 to enable the First Battalion to fulfill its establishment, 
and this action was questioned in Ottawa by Esquimalt-

On the other hand, the asso- 
ciation reported that several 
homes have offered to take in 
boys and girls. At the moment, 
it did not anticipate any diffi- 
culty in placing any of the 
women as there was a shortage 
of domestic help in Victoria.
